Emphasis on Distinctives 
Urged By Seminary Head 





Charles W. Koller, president of Northern Bap- 
.}tist Theological Seminary, Chicago, Ill., (USA), 
sounds a call for “better Baptists” in a recent 
issue of The Northern, seminary magazine. 







“Baptists must keep alive their traditional em- 
phasis upon the Baptist ‘distinctives’ . . . Too 
largely, Baptists are resting upon the achieve- 
ments of their spiritual forebears. Their ‘dis- 
tinctives’ were so irresistibly right, and have been 
% widely accepted that they are no longer a 
Baptist monopoly. Yet, every one of these ‘dis- 
tinctives, when first asserted, represented a 
radical departure from the established order. 


“At awful cost,” continues Dr. Koller, “in terms 
of bloodshed and suffering, these ‘distinctives’ 
have won their way. And in many lands our 
spiritual kindred are still struggling and shedding 
blood for these principles: the supremacy of the 
Scripture, soul liberty, regenerate church mem- 
bership, autonomy of the local church, and separa- 
tion of church and state.” 

Inheritance and inertia will not keep these 
great principles, but faithfulness in doctrine will.

Presenting the Executive Committee 


Each issue of The Baptist World will bring a 
portrait and a brief sketch of some members of 
the present Executive Committee of the BWA who 
have not been presented to our readers since the 
1955 London Congress. 

The next members in order of seniority were 
elected by the Committee itself at a meeting in 
Washington, D. C., in 1946: Mrs. George R. 
Martin of Norfolk, Virginia, well-known chairman 
of the BWA women’s committee, and Dr. Erik 
Ruden, Stockholm, Sweden. Dr. Ruden has not 
previously been introduced to our readers. 


Twelve of the 65 members of the Executive 
Committee were elected for the first time at the 
Copenhagen Congress in 1947. These included 
two famous men who are now past-presidents of 
the Alliance, C. Oscar Johnson and F. Townley 
Lord; likewise two of our present vice-presidents, 
Mrs. Edgar Bates, Canada, and Jacob Meister, 
Switzerland; also Henry Cook, now acting asso- 
ciate secretary in Europe, and our honored vet- 
eran W. H. Jernagin, a member of the Administra- 
tive Committee. 

The six others, next in line to be introduced 
are: Sadamoto Kawano, Japan; Duke K. McCall, 
Kentucky; John B. Middlebrook, Great Britain; 
Johannes Norgaard, Denmark; Ernest A. Payne, 
Great Britain; and Edward H. Pruden, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Next meeting of the Executive Committee will 
be at Hamilton, Ontario, Canada, August 26-30, 
1957. 


Mission Secretary Visits 
Africa and Near East 


Dr. Baker James Cauthen, executive secretary 
of the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission Board 
(USA) is touring African missions. From there 
he will go to the Near East. 

The Board said the executive secretary’s trip 
is strategic to plans being studied in Nigeria for 
possible advance steps in higher education and 
general plans under consideration for the entire 
area. In Africa Dr. Cauthen will visit the Gold 
Coast, Nigeria, Southern Rhodesia, Kenya, and 
Tanganyika. 

In his report to the February meeting of the 
Board, Dr. Cauthen said: “We came into 1957 
with 1,113 missionaries ... We are praying that 
it will be possible for us to come to the close of 
1964 with no less than 2,000 missionaries under 
appointment for service throughout the world.” 

Dr. Cauthen said an evangelistic crusade sched- 
uled for Taiwan (Formosa) in May looms up as 
one of the most significant undertakings of the 
year in evangelism and church development over- 
seas.

South African Baptists Seek 
£20,000 for Work Among Whites 


The Baptist Union of South Africa has 
launched an appeal for £20,000 ($56,000) for 
European work (among whites). The Rev. C. W. 
Parnell, editor of the South African Baptist, ad. 
mits it is a difficult goal to raise within a year, in 
view of commitments already made by the 
churches and the extent of their missionary work. 
Yet, he says, “it is a crying need, for we have 
very few means to help the new causes which are 
springing up throughout the country and _ the 


Rhodesias. 


“Unfortunately,” Editor Parnell continues, 
“South Africa has never been looked upon as a 
Baptist mission field, while the Pentecostalists, 
the Church of the Nazarene, the Seventh Day 
Adventists and others are pouring men and money 
from America into our midst. Our seminary is 
becoming well established but the premises are 
incomplete. However we are making steady ad- 
vance, especially in our African work, where we 
are faced with the problem of providing a proper 
training institute for our African ministers.” 


New Medical Missionary for Nyasaland 


Dr. Victor H. Burdick, a medical missionary 
for the Seventh Day Baptist General Conference 
of America, recently arrived in Nyasaland. He 
will spend some time at the Adventist Hospital at 
Malamulo before taking over duties at the Seventh 
Day Baptist mission at Makapwa. He will relieve 
the two nurses there now who are due for furlough 


in July 1957.

Southern Baptists in the Orient 


Dr. J. Winston Crawley, secretary for the Orient 
for the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission Board 
(USA), summarized developments in Southern 
Baptist mission work in the Orient during 1956 
in his report to the Board at its January meeting. 

1. In Korea, construction was begun at the new 
seminary site. Language school facilities for new 
missionaries were set up at Taejon. 

2. In Japan, increased emphasis on religious 
education through the churches with the selection 
of a missionary to head promotion work along 
‘Tthose lines for the Japan Baptist Convention. 

‘| 3. In Taiwan, several seminary graduates or- 
dained; encouraging response to evangelism. 


| 4. In Hong Kong, a Baptist college and a Baptist 
clinic were opened. The seminary moved to a new 


Executive Committee: Erik Ruden 


Dr. Erik Ruden first 
became a member of the 
Executive Committee of 
the BWA in 1946. He 
served until 1950. In 1955 
he was again elected a 
member. 
He is an outstanding 
leader among Swedish 
Baptists and one of the 
very foremost Baptist 
leaders in Europe. 
In 1938 he became as- 
sociate secretary of the 
Baptist Union of Sweden, and took over the posi- 
tion of mission secretary when Dr. Hjalmar 
Danielson retired in 1949. In 1950 he made a 
lengthy study of missionary work in Belgian 
Congo. In 1951 he made another important jour- 
ney, this time to India. He has published two 
important and widely sold books on the mission- 
ary problems of these countries. 

In 1955, accompanied by his wife, he made a 
tour of the United States, visiting important 
Baptist centers North and South. The same year 
he gave one of the addresses at the closing session 
of the Golden Jubilee Congress in the Arsenal 
football grounds, London. Topic: “Truth is Im- 
mortal.” 

While he was in America the assembly of the 
Swedish Baptist Union elected him Superintend- 
ent of Missions, home and foreign. He is a power- 
ful preacher, a fascinating writer and a wise ad- 
ministrator. His advice is eagerly sought after in 
all matters relating to church problems, mission- 
ary plans, the business of the publishing house, 
etc. 

In 1956 he, though absent, was elected vice- 
president of the European Baptist Federation.

5. The Philippines saw the first ordinations to 
the ministry. A new and enlarged building was 
begun at the hospital at Mati. Procedure toward 
a Baptist high school and junior college initiated. 
A new station for missionary residence opened at 
Marbel. 

6. In Indonesia, major projects were buildings 
constructed on the hospital site at Kediri and the 
completion of the main seminary building at 
Samarang. 

7. In Mayala, the year saw the formal opening 
of the Phil Dawson Gadsden Memorial Kinder- 
garten at Singapore. 

8. In Thailand, a permanent site for the semi- 
nary secured and a new station opened at Paknam. 

9. First Southern Baptist missionaries sent to 
East Pakistan. 





Japan Baptists Plan Revival 


Japan Baptists’ evangelistic campaigns, sched- 
uled for May and October, were given new 
impetus with the arrival of Dr. C. E. Autrey, as- 
sociate professor of evangelism, Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, Fort Worth, Texas, 
to assist with the preparations. 

Final plans were made for simultaneous revivals 
to be held in May in Saporo, Osaka, Kobe, Oita, 
Nagasaki, and Kagoshima; and advance plans 
were made for six more to be held in October. 
A pastor or missionary will go to each church a 
month prior to the revivals to lay plans and to 
assist in organizing the church’s resources for 
the meeting. 

A committee has compiled a small evangelistic 
songbook containing 71 songs and choruses, in- 
cluding many new ones translated for the first 
time, for use during and after the campaigns. 
Each of the 12 revivals will have a preacher- 
singer team, hoping that an adequate emphasis 
can be given to music as an instrument of 
evangelism. 


Open Doors in Asia 


Asia’s open doors are a challenge for mission- 
aries to enter, Dr. Edward B. Willingham told 
members of the Foreign Mission Socety of the 
American Baptist Convention meeting in Wash- 


ington, D. C. Just returned from a tour of Amer- 
ican Baptist mission stations in Japan, Okinawa, 
the Philippines and Hong Kong, Dr. Willingham 
said “the price which Asian Christians pay for 


their faith impressed me greatly.” Eleven young 
missionaries were appointed during the meeting. 
One young man is going to the new center in 
India set up for the intensive study of Hinduism 
and its relationship to the Christian message. 


Europe 


European Baptist Federation 


The Executive Committee of the European 
Baptist Federation met in Hamburg on January 
8 and 9, with Dr. Hans Luckey, E.B.F. president, 
in the chair.

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A Splendid Gift from Spain 


The chairman of the Baptist Relief Com- 
mittee for Hungary, Dr. Josef Nordenhaug, 
Riischlikon, Switzerland, reports a gift of 
$834.12 from Baptist churches in Spain 
towards Hungarian relief. He writes: “It 
is difficult for me to realize what sacrifice 
lies behind this sum of money, but I do 
know through it the warm heart of our 
Spanish brethren.”

Relief Work in Austria Continues; 
Aid Inside Hungary Visioned 


Dr. Hans Luckey, Hamburg, president of the 
European Baptist Federation, writes in a report: 

“Our Hungarian relief work naturally adjusted 
itself to the changing situation. To begin with 
the main thing was to provide immediate housing 
for the arriving refugees. This was done in [the 
Baptist church at] Mollardgasse and in _ other 
camps. The next concern was to assist in the 
processing of emigration. . . . Furthermore, we 
had to provide the refugees with the bare neces- 
sities in the matter of clothing and daily sus- 
tenance. 


“Now another problem has moved into the fore- 
ground, the question of bringing help into Hun- 
gary itself, in the form of food, clothing, and as- 
sistance in rebuilding. .. . 

“Our relief work has not been limited to Baptist 
refugees, but has aimed at a wider circle. It has 
been a major concern of ours to provide for some 
missionary work in the camps. Up till now we 
have distributed 350 Bibles, 600 New Testaments, 
2000 of John’s Gospel, and 15,000 tracts. Like- 
wise, emphasis has been laid in the preaching of 
the World, and upon the care of souls among the 
refugees.”

A deacon of the First 
Baptist Church, Lagos, he has been a lay preacher 
for many years, having preached both in Nigeria 
and in the United States.

A Dream Come True 
For Mission-minded Pastor 


Rev. Homer B. Reynolds, highly respected 52- 
year-old minister at Dallas, Texas, U.S.A. has re- 
signed the pastorate of the 1,435-member Ross 
Avenue Baptist church to become pastor of a 32- 
member congregation at Maracaibo, Venezuela. 


It is a dream come true for Reynolds and his 
wife, Martha, for they volunteered for missionary 
work 20 years ago and were turned down because 
he had passed the age limit for appointment by 
the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission Board. 

The Maracaibo church, first English-speaking 
Southern Baptist congregation in Venezuela, ac- 
tually is the fruit of the Reynolds’ own ministry 
on their trip to Latin America last summer. In 
addition to leading this congregation, the minister 
has set a goal of establishing 15 more Baptist 
churches in the area.

Sunday School Clinics 


A series of Sunday school clinics are being 
conducted throughout New South Wales, under 
sponsorship of the N.S.W. Youth department. 
The first was scheduled for February 12-15 at 
Ashfield church, Sydney, attended by members of 
the N.S.W. Sunday school committee and five rep- 
resentatives from each of 10 suburban churches. 
These delegates will then be used as lecturers and 
group leaders for future clinics. The clinics mark 
a new era of development of Sunday school ac- 
tivity in New South Wales. 


Baptist Authoress Good Example 


Christian young people who are aware of the 
need for more wholesome literature to compete 
with the bawdiness and emptiness that choke the 
book shelves and magazine racks of the world can 
find a good example in the life and writing of 
Mrs. Mavis Winder of Christchurch, New Zea- 
land. 

Mrs. Winder, an active member of the Opawa 
Baptist Church, is so prolific that her books are 
now published by three separate English publish- 
ing firms, each of which issues a new novel by 
her annually. At the present time seven or eight 
of her books are in print, and the sale of them 
reportedly is increasing rapidly. 

Without being artificial or pious in her writing 
style, Mrs. Winder makes her Christian point 
through characters that move naturally and with 
conviction through the pages. Her latest title is 
“The Stubble Field,” and is published in New 
Zealand by A. H. & A. W. Reed, Wellington. 


North America 


Graham Addresses 10,400 at Yale 


Evangelist Billy Graham addressed a total of 
10,400 students in four general meetings at Yale 
University, and termed the visit to one of Ameri- 
ca’s oldest campuses “one of the most spiritually 
rewarding periods I have ever spent.” He said 
he detected on the part of the students a “sincere 
seeking after God.” 


The invitation to visit the university campus 
was extended to Mr. Graham by the Mission Com- 
mittee, composed of Yale undergraduates ap- 
pointed by the Council of the Yale Christian Com- 
munity, the University Church and the Yale 
Christian Association. An annual program at 
Yale, this year’s Christian mission had as_ its 
theme “Christ—the hope of the world.”

Sadamoto Kawano, of 
Kukuoka, Japan, was 
elected to the Executive 
Committee of the BWA 
at the Copenhagen Con- 
gress in 1947. He was 
named vice-president of 
the Alliance at Cleveland 
in 1950, and served until 
1955. He presided over 
the Asian conference at 
the Golden Jubilee Con- 
gress in London. 

Born the son of a Shinto priest, Kawana be. 
came a Christian in 1924 while a student at the 
Seinan mission school. He studied later at Seinan 
Seminary, and in the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary and Oberlin Graduate School 
in America, 1935-37. 

He became professor of New Testament in the 
Seinan Seminary in 1948, and later vice-president 
and acting president of Seinan University, an 
institution sponsored jointly by the Japan Baptist 
Convention and the Southern Baptist Convention 
(USA). He and Mrs. Kawano have five children. 


Southern Baptists Educate 52,000 


Southern Baptist seminaries have a total enrol- 
ment for the fall of 1956 of 5,421, compared with 
5,079 for 1955. American Baptist Seminary (Ne. 
gro, jointly supported by Southern Baptists) has 
total enrolment of 214; Carver School of Missions, 
86; Golden Gate, 307; New Orleans, 810; South- 
eastern, 583; Southern, 1,546; Southwestern, 
1,875. The total enrolment in all junior and 
senior colleges and the seminaries is 52,244. 


Pastor Is ‘Man of Year’ 


Dr. John H. Buchanan, former president of the 
Alabama Baptist Convention, was chosen Birming- 
ham’s “Man of the Year” for 1956 by the Young 
Men’s Business Club. Retiring this spring after 
20 years as pastor of Southside Baptist Church, 
the largest in Birmingham, Dr. Buchanan is a 
past president of the Birmingham Ministers As- 
sociation and the Sunday School Council. 


Massachusetts Baptists Plan Expansion 


Plans for establishment of 100 more Baptist 
churches in the next 25 years were adopted at 
the 154th annual convention of Massachusetts’ 300 
American Baptist churches. 

The convention took note of work its members 
have done in the resettlement of displaced per- 
sons. Assurances now in force will bring over 





200 people to this country. This is in addition 
to the work of a special committee charged with 
helping Hungarian refugees. 


Baptist Ministers Help Soothe 
Racial Unrest in South 


Two Baptist ministers have been cited for work- 
ing at personal risk to themselves to soothe unrest 
in the Southern part of the United States over 
current moves to end segregation of the white 
and Negro races. 

Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr., a 28-year-old 
Negro Baptist pastor at Montgomery, Alabama, 
has led the Negro population of that city in a 
campaign of passive resistance that caused TIME 
Magazine to remark: “With such an approach he 
outflanked the Southern legislators who planted 
statutory hedgerows against integration for as far 
as the eye could see. He struck where the attack 
was least expected and where it hurt the most: at 
the South’s Christian conscience.” 

At Clinton, Tennessee, another focal point of 
racial unrest, Rev. Paul Turner, 33, pastor of the 
white First Baptist Church, was attacked and 
beaten when he escorted six Negro children to 
an integrated school last December. The Clinton 
Junior Chamber of Commerce has awarded him 
its distinguished service award for a deed they 
cited as an inspiring example of courage, leader- 
ship and love for his fellow man. 


Detroit Baptists Set Goal 


Seven hundred members of 40 Baptist churches ~ 


in Detroit, Mich., attended the annual meeting of 
the Detroit association of American Baptist 
churches. Among the proposals to be carried out 
in 1957 were closer relations with the 150 National 
(Negro) Baptist churches of the area, and for 
assumption of the full Baptist share in Protestant- 
ism’s effort to establish 600 new churches in 
Detroit by 1970. 


‘}Church Sites Sought 


Southern Baptists will survey the entire United 
States this year to determine the number of 
churchless communities. This survey is expected 
to implement and propel two current Southern 
Baptist emphases, the 25-year long range rural 
church program and the campaign to establish 
30,000 new preaching stations by 1964.

Conferred on Missionary 


Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth, con- 
ferred on Dr. Paul Gebauer, the super- 
intendent of the Cameroons Baptist 
Mission, the Order of the British 
Empire.

Youth Needed in Communications 


An appeal for at least 5,000 dedicated Baptist 
young people to enter newspaper and magazine 
work, advertising, radio and television by 1964, 
was made in a resolution adopted by the Southern 
Baptist Press Association meeting in Washington, 
DEC, 

“We say to young people dedicating themselves 
to full-time vocational Christian service,” the 
resolution said, “that they consider journalism a 
primary means of expression.” 

In another action the editors went on record 
as “strongly insisting that any bill by the federal 
government appropriating tax money for educa- 
tion should specifically state that it is for public 
school use.” 


A Nickel and a Penny 


A Christmas offering for foreign missions 
(Lottie Moon offering) was being taken following 
the special music program of the season in the 
College Place Baptist Church, Monroe, La. A 
small boy came in late and slipped into a back 
pew. During the service he pulled up his ragged 
pants leg to show his new Christmas socks to the 
man next to him. He showed him his six cents in 
cash that had also been a gift. After the music 
and the story of Jesus, when the offering plate 
was being passed, the little boy asked the man,

WORLD WIDE FELLOWSHIP

Baptist fellowship begins in the local congrega- 
tion and extends around the world. Christian 
fellowship is one of the important themes of the 
Bible. So precious is the fellowship of God’s 
people that the Bible exclaims, “Behold, how good 
and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell to- 
gether in unity!” 

Baptist fellowship as experienced by Baptists 
can usually be expressed in a five-fold connection 
—1l. the local congregation; 2. the district asso- 
ciation; 3. the state convention; 4. the territorial 
or national convention; and 5. the Baptist World 
Alliance. 

It should be pointed out that these are not 
separate “levels” of Baptist fellowship as if one 
were above the other. If there were any highest 
“level” of Baptist fellowship it would be the 
local church fellowship, because this is the only 
ecclesiastical organization known to the New 
Testament. These are areas of fellowship that 
emphasize that “none of us liveth to himself, and 
no man dieth to himself” and that we are all in 
reality a part of one another. 


Each area of Baptist fellowship provides some- 
thing that cannot be supplied by any of the others. 
Without the total picture our Christian experience 
would be incomplete. 

As diverse as many Baptists and many Baptist 
groups may be there are vital elements of similar- 
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ity that cause us all to have fellowship one with 
another. The fundamentals of the faith, the com. 
mon purposes of evangelism and missions, mutual 
helpfulness in world relief, and our common con- 
cern for the separation of church and state and 
for religious liberty everywhere for all people 
make the Baptists of the world one people regard- 
less of the convention or association or union o 
conference to which they might belong. 


Latest figures indicate that there are 21,324,478 
Baptists in the world. These are distributed as 
follows: Europe, 1,122,948; Asia, 714,321; Aus- 
tralia and Oceania, 45,617; Africa, 237,788; Cen- | 
tral America. and West Indies 98,455; South! 
America, 138,098; and North America, 18,967,251, | 

Alone and out in our little corner of the world 
we may feel rather small and insignificant, but | 
when we lift up our eyes and look across the 
world scene, the Baptist people constitute a very 
significant portion of the world’s population.
